LUDLOW -— Although the 
Ludlow Senior Center is still 
currently closed to the public 
due to the COVID-19 pandemic, 
director Jodi Zepke and the rest 
of the staff have been holding 
events like Christmas in August, 
popsicle days, yoga classes and 
more. 

And the Senior Center’s 


new building location could be 
move-in ready by November, 
Zepke said, although it likely 
won’t be open to the public for 
several more months, depending 
on the course of the pandemic. 

Regarding how operations 
are taking place at the current 
Senior Center, Zepke said they 
are “still providing services to 
seniors in the community,” with 
a few activities. The senior cen- 
ter has provided outside classes, 
including yoga, T for 10 (a dis- 
cussion group) and more. “All 
of them have been well attend- 
ed,” said Zepke. ““They’re going 
to the end of October.” 


Ludlow Special Town 
Meeting set for Oct. 5

LUDLOW -—- A _ Special 
Town Meeting will be held 
Tuesday with 22 articles on the 
warrant, including one that’s a 
first step toward dissolving the 
current board of public works 
and consolidating those duties 
within the board of selectmen. 

Other articles include one 
asking residents if they want 
to implement a single-use plas- 
tic bag ban in Ludlow, and an- 
other would change the speed 
limit from 30 to 25 mph around 
thickly settled areas and busi- 
nesses. 

Selectmen chair Manny 
Silva said he expects Article 5 
could be contentious. The arti- 
cle asks the town if they want 


to dissolve the board of pub- 
lic works and have the town’s 
selectmen act as the board of 
public works. If the article 
passes, it will be up for a vote 
at the next annual town meet- 
ing. 

“Many people are really 
upset with the board of public 
works,” Silva said. “It’s been 
troublesome for quite some 
years, both to selectmen and 
to residents. We’ve been asked 
several times to do something 
about it and we figured the best 
way is to do something this 
year.” 

Silva said the selectmen 
consulted with town counsel 
and researched different ave-

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The center is also still cur- 
rently offering their Grab-and- 
Go Program, which Zepke said 
averages around 200 meals dai- 
ly. 

“A lot of people are asking 
us what’s going to happen with 
that, and it’s going to continue 
until we can all have lunch to- 
gether inside,’ said Zepke. “We 
will continue to do lunch on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. We are 
hopefully going to add a third 
day in November.” 

Long before the pandemic 
began, it was announced that 
a new senior center was in the 
process of being built, which is 
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currently nearing completion 
at the Ludlow Mills complex. 
Zepke said they “are tentatively 
moving at the end of Novem- 
ber.” 

“We will not be able to 
open to the public,” said Zepke. 
“What we’re hoping is after the 
New Year, being able to offer 
some small group activities in 
the new building.” 

She said the new building 
will be much easier for them to 
follow the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC)

Suspect arrested following

October is National Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month 


SPRINGFIELD — Did you miss your 
scheduled mammogram this year when 
COVID-19 hit and hospitals around the 
country were forced to postpone all rou- 
tine screening imaging studies? 

If you did, it’s time to take action. 

Recent surveys identified a major dip 
in cancer screenings since the novel coro- 
navirus outbreak, with one report noting 
breast cancer and cervical cancer screen- 
ings dropping 94 percent in March. 

If you missed your mammogram 
during the shutdown and haven’t resched- 
uled your appointment, now is the time to 
do so as October’s Breast Cancer Aware- 
ness Month serves as a reminder about 
the importance of getting screened. 

Baystate Health began routine screen- 
ing mammography once again in June, yet 
some women still have not rescheduled 
their mammograms, some out of fear for 
catching COVID-19, noted Dr. Jennifer 
Hadro, interim medical co-director, Bay- 
state Breast and Wellness Center. 

“Delaying a visit to the hospital can be 
dangerous to your health. Mammograms 
can reveal problems before you have 
symptoms and can detect breast cancer 
when it’s small and easiest to treat,” said 
Dr. Hadro. 

She noted Baystate is taking detailed 
measures to keep patients safe when vis- 
iting the hospital. Among the protocols in 
place include: requiring masks for patients 
and visitors, rigorously cleaning our hos- 
pitals and clinics following stringent in- 
fection control guidelines set forth by the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC), screening for COVID-19 symp- 
toms, providing caregivers with essential 
PPE, and practicing social distancing. 

Baystate’s highly-trained team _ of 
radiology experts use the latest digital 
equipment, including newer 3D mam- 
mography, referred to as digital breast to- 
mosynthesis, to perform more than 60,000 
mammograms a year. 

As opposed to 2D mammograms, 3D 


mammograms take multiple images or 
“slices” of the breast from different angles 
to create a three-dimensional picture of 
the breast. The “slices” can reduce imag- 
es with overlapping breast tissue and give 
doctors a clearer image of the breast tis- 
sue. 

“Using 3D mammography has several 
benefits. Studies show that 3D can signifi- 
cantly decrease the number of false pos- 
itives, meaning fewer patients are called 
back for additional imaging. In addition, 
3D mammography has been shown in 
studies to increase the number of breast 
cancers detected at screening,” said Dr. 
Hadro, who noted most insurances will 
now cover 3D screening. 

If you’ve never had a mammogram, 
Dr. Hadro recommends talking with your 
physician to determine when it is right for 
you to begin screening. 

Most women should start screening 
mammograms at age 40. If you are at 
high risk due to family or personal histo- 
ry, your doctor may recommend that you 
begin regular screenings before age 40. 
Once you begin, you should expect to 
have a mammogram at least every one to 
two years. 

Possible signs and symptoms of breast 
cancer that could indicate a need for eval- 
uation by a doctor include: new lump in 
the breast or underarm, irritation or dim- 
pling of breast skin, redness or flat skin 
in the nipple area of the breast, pulling in 
of the nipple, nipple discharge other than 
breast milk that is spontaneous (not oc- 
curring with self-examination), including 
blood, and any change in the size or the 
shape of your breast. 

After talking with your doctor about 
screening, you can make an appointment 
for a mammogram at one of Baystate 
Health’s several mammography locations 
across western Massachusetts and north- 
ern Connecticut by filling out a form at 
baystatehealth.org/getscreened or calling

The Garden Lady 
takes on fall 
question 


A gardener from 


Ware iS curious IN THE 
about the difference GARDEN 
between dried and — 


fresh herbs. “I grew 
and dried numerous 
herbs this summer 
and have begun to 
use them in recipes. 
Why do you need 
less of an herb if it 
is in dried form? It 
would seem to be 
reverse!” 

Fresh herbs, by 
weight, contain a great deal of water. Once 
dried, the essential oils, which is what gives 
the herb its flavor, become concentrated. Be- 
cause of that, most recipes will call for only 
one-third to one-half of a dried herb if it is 
being substituted for a fresh herb in a recipe. 
To dry herbs from your garden, simply har- 
vest a few stems, secure them with a rubber 
band and hang them upside-down in a dark, 
well-ventilated area. 

A reader in Belchertown wrote in with 
this question: “I was surprised to find a small 
peach tree growing out of my lazy-man’s 
compost pile. I am sure it is a peach because 
part of the pit is still attached. Can you tell 
me if this was just a fluke, or can peaches be 
started from seed that easily?” 

Peach pits will often grow into peach trees 
without much work on our part. Simply plant 
a moistened pit two to three inches deep in the 
soil and wait until spring, that’s when germi- 
nation will likely occur. The variety you get 
may or may not be as great-tasting or as large 
as its parentage but it makes for a fun exper- 
iment nevertheless. Trees that grew from pits 
in Our compost pile over a decade ago are 
still supplying my Mom with teenie but tasty 
peaches. Last fall I purposely planted some 
pits from some awesome-tasting peaches and 
luckily, one sprouted. Sometimes they take 
more than a year to germinate; maybe Ill be 
surprised with a few more next spring. 

This question was posed by Marie who 
reads the column from South Hadley: “I 
heard once that you can store pots of gerani- 
ums and begonias in the basement over the 
winter. Basically you just cut them back and 
ignore them, then come spring begin watering 
them again. Is this true? I’d love to be able to 
save my plants for use next season, but don’t 
have the window space upstairs to do so.” 

Sure, here is how it’s done: Before you put 
your plants in storage allow the soil in the pot 
to dry somewhat. Then, cut the plants back to 
a couple of inches above the crown and set 
them in their winter home. Besides the cellar, 
unheated rooms, enclosed porches or other 
spaces that don’t freeze and aren’t too damp 
work well. Check them every few weeks and 
water sparingly if necessary, never letting the 
soil dry out completely. When spring comes, 
gradually begin to introduce sunlight. Once 
the threat of frost has passed the plants can go 
outside for the summer months. If last year’s 
potting soil is “exhausted” of nutrients, care- 
fully repot the plant into new soil. Prune away 
any weak branches and give it some liquid fer- 
tilizer. For a bit of work you might be able to 
reuse your plants and spare your wallet! Be- 
sides geraniums and begonias, the method of 
overwintering can work with fuchsias, coleus, 
New Guinea impatiens and some of the new 
Proven Winner and Proven Selection plants.

I often hear a common raven making 
its “gronk” call. Last week, when I went 
out to feed my chickens, it flew overhead 
making its call. 

The common raven is a large all black 
bird. It is larger than an American crow 
and has a massive beak. It has a wedge 
shaped tail rather than the square or slight- 
ly rounded tail of the crow. The raven 
has long shaggy feathers on the chin and 
throat. 

The female lays three to eight blue to 
greenish eggs with brown marks in a bulky 
nest of twigs, branches and earth. The nest 
is often placed on cliffs, but also trees and 
buildings. Breeding pairs tend to stay on 
their territory year round. They also form 
large, communal roosts in fall and winter, 
consisting mostly of non-breeding pairs. 

Nectar loving woodpecker 

The downy woodpecker continues to 
drink from my nectar feeder. The other 
day the woodpecker was at the feeder and 
a ruby-throated hummingbird flew to the 
feeder and hovered near it. The woodpeck- 
er flapped its wings and the hummingbird 
left.

A Wales resident has seen downy 
woodpeckers at her hummingbird feeders 
for the first time ever this year.

taxes as an abatement. The current pro- 
gram allows up to 75 seniors to help out 
with some functions in town in order to 
receive a tax abatement up to $750.

HCC, new community partner launch 
cannabis careers training program 


HOLYOKE — Holyoke Community 
College and its new community partner, 
Elevate Northeast, are launching a revi- 
talized cannabis careers training program 
in October for those who want to work in 
the industry. 

The program, offered through the 
Cannabis Education Center, begins the 
weekend of Oct. 17-18 with two days of 
required core curriculum training over 
Zoom. 

Each day will be broken down into 
two sessions, 9 a.m. to noon, and | to 4 
p.m. Each session will include presenta- 
tions from cannabis industry experts fol- 
lowed by a question and answer period. 

Students who complete the core 
training will then be eligible to register 
for spring 2021 classes in one of four 
cannabis industry career tracks: culti- 
vation assistant, extraction technician, 
patient services associate, and culinary 
assistant. 

A previous series of cannabis indus- 
try training courses offered by HCC 
and the Cannabis Education Center 
were suspended in the spring due to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

“HCC is proud to partner with El- 
evate for the sole purpose of helping

Patient service associates work be- 
hind the counters at cannabis dispensa- 
ries, interacting with the public, answer- 
ing technical questions, and providing

other officers began looking for the sus- 
pect operator that was last seen running 
towards the West Street bridge leading 
into Indian Orchard in Springfield.
